The committee, before it dis- 
banded—an almost unheard-of ac- 
tion in the Defense Department 
where committees habitually hang 
on long after their usefulness is 
over, issued a 3l-page supplemen- 
tary report. 

The committee reaffirmed its 
position that in so far as possible, 
uniform laws should govern officer 
promotions im all the services. The 
summary repeated these eight “es- 
sential objectives”: 

1. All effective promotions 
(those involving grade, pay and 
position changes) in each service 
should be under the same competi- 
tive system. 

2. Actions which change the 
grade or affect the tenure on ac- 
tive duty of individual officers 
should be pursuant to the recom- 
mendations of formal boards of 
officers. 

3. The career phasing of prome- 
tions should be guided by statutory 
provisions. 

4. Uniform laws should provide 
authority for forced attrition of of- 
ficers in each grade, which shall 
permit an acceptable -balance 
among qualitative factors, promo- 
tion requirements and definition of 
ba Pera 

lectivity among officers in 
promotions to the various grades 
below general and flag grades 
should be generally comparable in 
all services. Promotions to general 
and flag grades will be governed 
primarily by executive and legisla- 
tive policies not directly linked to 
career opportunity. 

6. Solely because of the effect of 
national shortages.on the procure- 
ment. of medical and dental offi- 
cers, the promotion and retirement 
systems applicable to officers gen- 
erally must be modified for those 
officers. 

7. Statutory authorities govern- 

the procurement of officers 
should be uniform for all services. 

8. Benefits and liabilities, except 
those already accrued, should be 
uniformly applicable to officers in 
similar circumstances and be re- 
lated to active service rendered.

WASHINGTON — Hearings on 
the trailer rate increase bill and 
on bills to revise the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice are due shortly 
before the Kilday House Armed 
Services subcommittee. The group 
is also considering the accrual 
— pay plan submitted by De- 
fense. 

The accrual flight pay hearings 
were to start this week. 

No date has been set for the 
trailer and justice code bill hear- 
ings but they will probably be 
taken up next week. The subcom- 
mittee could not set a definite date 
until it concluded work on the 
accrual pay plan. There was also 
the possibility that some other 
matters before the full committee 
could delay the hearings for sev- 
eral days. 

The trailer bill would have De- 
fense pay all the moving cost for 
military people in mobile homes 
just as it does for other families 
getting permanent change of sta- 
tion. 

The new approach applies only 
to those in mobile homes that have 
to be moved by commercial haul- 
ers. Those in old style trailers that 
they can move themselves with 
their own auto would still be 
limited to 20 cents a mile. While 
that is the legal limit, Defense can 
set it low and the present rate paid 
is 11 cents a mile. This is adequate, 


P-1 status attaining six 
months of extra pay may get 
a windfall of P-2 payment of 
$60 a month after the begin- 
ning of the new fiscal year 
on 1 July, it was reported by 
the Army this week. 

It originally was scheduled to 
have 7000 EM in P-2 status by the 
end of this month.

MOS Changes 
Seen in New 
Signal Skills 


WASHINGTON — A gradual 
shift in qualifications and numbers 
in 16 Signal Corps MOSs was fore- 
seen this week with forthcoming 
delivery. of push-button warfare 
communication devices. There will 
be no abrupt changes as far as can 
be seen now. 

Men in MOSs which are going to 
become overcrowded such as MOS 
321 (lineman) will have plenty of 
time to train for new skills, and 
there will be monthly advice from 
DA in Washington on what MOSs 
threaten to become overstrength 
or perhaps even deleted from the 
classification structure. 

That signal MOSs will have to 
undergo changes to meet scientific 
advances was seen when an an- 
nouncement was made that: 

“The Army Signal Corps is 
rapidly unshackling itself from 
wires, cables and cumbersome 
equipment so that modern field 
commanders will have split-second 
command outlets to swift-moving, 
widely dispersed battle units. 

“In close step with the new con- 
cepts of limited and global warfare, 
the Signal Corps is turning to push- 
button wireless radio telephones, 
superswift switchboards, tropo- 
spheric seatter, microwave and 
electronic devices (automatic data 
processing systems). 

“Communications between Army 
battle units on the move will be 
maintained without the limitations 
of wires which must be strung and 
connected. This will eliminate the 
disruption of service previously 
caused by destruction of wires. 
And no longer will Signal Corps 
soldiers have to spend precious 
time laying wire, often under fire, 
and retrieving or abandoning it as 
the battle area takes giant strides 
forward.” 

There are 16 signal Corps MOSs 
— all in the 300 series: 311, 312, 
313, 310, 321, 322, 323, 330, 331, 
332, 340, 341, 342, 343, 344 and 345. 

Most obvious was the fact that

Brazil Aid Chief 
To Get New Job 








WASHINGTON—The reassignment of one general 
officer and the retirement of another have been anneunced

@ Army Issuing 1st Korean War History 


WASHINGTON—The Army will publish the first of a series of 
books on the Korean War next week, marking the anniversary of 
the 11th year when the opening shots in Korea were fired, the first 
volume gives a remarkably frank history of not only the mistakes 
in that war but of the courage of the men who fought it. 


Entitled, “South to the Naktong, North to the Yalu,” the 813- 
page book—it cost $10 at the government printing office—was the 
result of nine-years work by its author, Roy E. Appleman, a lieutenant 
eolonel in the Army Reserve who served on active duty as a combat 
historian. 

Highlights. include the blowing of the Han river bridge while 
it still was packed with refugees and troops fleeing from the first 
onslaught of the North Korean army. This stranded many South 
Korean troops across the river and the ROK army lest most of its 
supplies and heavy weapons. This occured during the early part 
of the war. 

Appleman writes also that our own pilots often straffed friendly 
forces. In one attack they destroyed 50 ROK trucks and killed 200 
ROK soldiers. He also recounts how both Americans and ROK soldiers 
panicked in the face of the enemy. 

In between these accounts of mistakes are details on many deeds 
of heroism. Appleman names men and dates. The book will become 
part of the Army’s history courses. It will be reviewed in detail in 
a forthcoming issue of Army Times. 


@ Firm Works on Mobile Ground Radar 


WASHINGTON—The Army said this week it is developing a 
completely mobile radar unit capable of detecting moving targets at 
a distance of more than 11 miles. 

It will be the Army’s first mobile radar for ground surveillance 
in combat. 

An announcement said the unit, being developed by the Hazeltine 
Corp., Little Neck, N.Y., will be capable of travel across both land 
and water and of being dropped by air. 

The new radar may be installed in an 81mm mortar carriage, 
the Army said. 

The unit will have a 25-foot telescoping anienna mast offering 
“quick-look” capability and long-range surveillance of moving targets. 
At closer range, the radar, among other things, can distinguish be- 
tween the walk of a man and a woman up to a mile away. This is 
possible because of a woman’s steps normally are shorter and quicker. 
ne ear can determine whether moving targets are man or 
vehicle. 

For mobility, the carrier can attain speeds up to 40 miles per 
hour on land and four miles per hour in water. 


. © DEW Line to Be Extended 


WASHINGTON—On 1 July the DEW system for the defense of 
North America against attack from the air will be improved by the 
extension of the DEW line across the North Atlantic. These im- 
provements to the early warning system made it possible to close 
certain USAF radar installations in the northeastern part of Canada.

vestigate the physical effects associated with the flight of ballistic 
missiles from mid-course through re-entry. ‘ 

The Tradex radar on Roi-Namur will Observe intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles fired from California as targets for the Nike Zeus 
ocr missile system test complex on the nearby island of 

wajalein.

Army Eases OCS Attendance 
For Junior ROTC Graduates 


WASHINGTON—In a major re- 
vision of AR 140-50, the Army Re- 
serve this week eased eligibility 
requirements for military junior 
college graduates to attend active 
Army Officer Candidate School. 

The regulation also allows out- 
standing college graduates to join 
an Army Reserve unit to attend 
OCS without having to ‘meet 
training and prior service require- 
ments of other applicants. 

With the regulation change, the 
Army said it is hopeful of getting 
more junior and senior college 
graduates to take over command 
“of our USAR units” which are 
now hurting for qualified junior 
officers. 

AR 140-50 stresses that USAR 
warrant officers and enlisted per- 
sonnel who have completed mili- 
tary junior college (MJC) Reserve 
Officers Training Corps may at- 
tend active Army OCS without re- 
gard for quota limitation. 

Other school applicants, includ- 
ing the outstanding senior college 
graduates, are picked within quotas 
established by Department of

WASHINGTON — Air

707 and Douglas DC-8 jets during 
fiscal year 1962, reflecting the in- 
creased use of jets by MATS. 

Secretary Imirie told the sub- 
committeemen that MATS and 
Headquarters USAF officials have 
urged the desirability of some jet 
passenger aircraft service in both 
the Pacific and Atlantic areas. 

Imirie said that jets were desired 
not only for peacetime needs but 
also to the fact that rapid passen- 
ger transportation would “probably 
be a significant element in meet- 
ing any emergency requirements 
which might arise.”

"Slippage’ Slows 2 Missiles

WASHINGTON—Development of at least two missiles has been delayed, Army 
officials’ have admitted under congressional quizzing. The missiles involved are the 
shoulder-fired anti-aircraft Redeye and the atomic capable Davy Crockett. 


In just released: testimony of 
hearings in May before the. sub- 
committee of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, Lt: Gen; Robert 
W. Colglazier Jr., deputy chief of 
staff for logistics; admitted “there 
was definitely @ slippage in the 
development of the (Redeye) mis- 
sile.”” 

He said that' Redeye troubles 
were technical’ and referred addi- 
tional questions to Col. R. B. Fire- 
hock of the Office of the Chief of 
Research and. Development.

FIREHOCE said that in fiscal 
1962, research and development 
testing and evaluation. funds are 
necessary to provide for transition 
into the production phase. “These 
funds are for testing of the mis- 
sile s0 when production does be- 
gin it will be able to begin expedi- 
tiously and be completed without 
any difficulty.” 

When a congressman observed 
that he had not told the subcom- 
mittee what the Redeye trouble 
was, the R&D officer said:

He said that Continental Army 
Command had reviewed the pro- 
gram and “reaffirmed the need for 
this particular weapon, not only 
as a basic requirement, but as a 
high priority requirement,”

Dan Flood (D., Pa.), won- 
dered who in the Army was re- 
sponsible for reprogramming the 
Redeye and Davy Crockett mis- 
siles. Colglazier explained that 





“the top staff of the Army” continu- 
ally reviews programs. 

Flood retorted: “Whoever is 
Cecil D. DeMille’s opposite num- 
ber in the Army, please do not 
have him so enthusiastic when 
he comes up here with one of 
those (rosy) views. The spark 
catches fire, I get enthused and 
a year later the show is a flop. 
This is ne good.” 

Colgiazier said that he could not 

agree that the missiles were flops. 
Unabashed, Flood continued, “the 


operation is a success, but the pa- 


tient died.. The surgeon is satis- 
fied, but the man is dead.” 

Colglazier closed the exchange, 
saying he was sure both the mis- 
siles would be used.

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Loopholes Plague Armys

WASHINGTON Because of 
some quirks in the laws that gov 
ern soldiers, and because of the 
way judges look at these quirks, it 
is possible for soldiers to: 

@ Lie to officers during an in- 
vestigation; 

@® Face a maximum three years’ 
imprisonment for killing; 

@ Write rubber checks .and get 
away with it because nobody knows 
what to charge them with; 

@ Miss a movement to an unde- 
sirable place and spend less time 
in the stockade than their buddies 
spend pulling the bad duty. 

These loopholes exist in the Un- 
form Code of Military Justice for 
two reasons. Either the laws were 
written poorly in the first place, 
or judges have interpreted them 
in such a way as fo create unin- 
tended loopholes. A special com- 
mittee, headed by Gen. Herbert B. 
Powell, CG of CONARC, wants to 
plug these loopholes by getting 
the laws changed or clarified. Here 
are the sitifitions the nine-general 
committee hopes to correct: 

” * * 

BECAUSE some _ judicial 
sions have held that the 
Code of Military Justice fails to 
provide the proper sanctions, it 
does not appear to be illegal for 
a soldier-suspect to lie to an in- 
vestigating officer. “In effect,” 
says the committee, “he may lie 
with impunity.” 

The generals on the’ committee 
feel that no soldier should be com- 
pelled to testify against himself, 
“but once he elects to speak, his 
words to an investigator are ‘offi- 
cial’ and should reflect the truth.” 

The committee recommended a 
change in this part of the law 
(article 107, false official state- 
ments).

THE MURDER section of the 
Uniform Code has a weird loop- 
hole which could permit killers to 
get off with a maximum three-year 
prison term. The loophole was cre- 


ated by the way the Court of 
Military Appeals interpreted the 
law. Here is the problem: 


The law—Article 118 (3)—says 
that in order to be guilty of. mur- 
der, a killer must be “engaged in 
an act which is inherently danger- 


Chestnut Trees 
Discovered On 
Missile Range 


REDSTONE ARSENAL, Ala.— 
American chestnut trees, supposed- 
ly wiped out throughout the U.S. 
by a blight years ago, are flourish- 
ing at the Army’s missile center 
at Redstone Arsenal. 

The healthy looking trees, 
blooming and bearing nuts are 
standing in the middle of a missile 
and rocket firing range that runs 
across the 40,000-acre installation. 

Frank Bunn, associate director 
of the Army ‘Rocket and Guided 
Missile Agency Test and Evalua- 
tion Laboratory, and a survey crew 
noticed the trees while walking 
over a little traveled portion of 
the arsenal recently. 

Bunn counted at least 20 trees 
growing on what appears to be an 
old plantation. 

American chestnut trees have 
been found in this area before. 
Small trees have grown from roots 
of blight stricken trees but have 
died before maturing.

The Veterans Administration has again opposed legislation to re- 


open National Service Life Insurance (NSLI), noting that Congress in the past few years 
has been attempting to reduce commercial-type activities 


VA opposition apparently kills 
any chances of the legislation be- 
ing passed this year. ° 

VA, in testimony before the 
House Veterans Affairs Committee, 
noted that the end result of the 
legislation would be to put the 
federal government into the per- 
manent life insurance business. 
“This would be unfair competition 
to commercial insurance compa- 
nies,” VA asserted. 

The major portion of the VA 
testimony was aimed against the 
NSLI reopening proposal, but the

agency had some unkind words to 
say about a score of other veterans 
insurance bills, none of which it 
endorsed. 

The score of NSLI reopening 
measures before the committee 
would restore for a period of one 
or two years the right of most 
World War II and Korea veterans 
to apply for and be granted NSLI.

Increase 


But Profits Decline

WASHINGTON—Exchange sales hit a record high of 
$922.6 million during fiscal year 1961 but net profit dropped 
from 6.7 the year before to 6.3 percent, according to Brig. 
Gen. Ray J. Laux, chief of the Army and Air Force Exchange 


Service. 

Laux said increased labor costs, 
especially in selling outlets, caused 
the profit drop. Markups and 
wholesale prices remained on a 
fairly even keel and failed to make 
up for the increased cost of doing 
business, he said. 

Laux gave these figures in an 
annual report before service 
press editors at the National 
Press Club in Washington, D. C. 

A total of $55.3 million in 
dividends was paid to the Army 
and Air Force for welfare funds, 
Laux said. The exchange chief con- 
ceded the $27.6 million increase in 
sales over FY 1960 may have been 
influenced by an increasing de- 
pendent population and heavier- 
than-usual shopping overseas dur- 
ing the two months following the 
Presidential Buy American direc- 
tive of last November. 

. taal . 

HOWEVER, he said he is firmly 
convinced that the vast share of the 
increase in sales over FY 60 was 
due to “more universal customer 
satisfaction with quality and assort- 
ments, greater stock depths and 
with facility and service improve- 
ments generally.” 

“We spent $16.5 million of our 
own money last year on modern- 
izing facilities world-wide in order 
to give the service family a more 
efficient place in which to shop, or 
a more desir: ble place in which to 
eat,” he said. The A&AFES oper- 
ates 2400 retail outlets around the 
world; 11,000 counting food and 
service outlets, he said. 

After outlining the history of 
exchange operations overseas since 
War II, Laux told the press group 
the means with which the A&AFES 
has met the Buy American direc- 
tive. He said the service has con- 
cerned itself with the “spirit” of 
the directives because of a lack of 
specific instructions.

TO DO THIS, Laux said the serv- 
ice plans to consolidate orders for 
basic necessity and convenience 
products. “With the lower cost 
price to be realized from greater 
purchasing volume, we expect to 
gave oversea customers some 
money and put the American prod- 
uct in a better competitive position. 

“We will also help oversea ex- 
changes stock certain kinds of 











because identical products were 
available locally.” 

Before Buy American restric- 
tions were imposed, Laux said some 
overseas exchanges bought nearly 
35 percent of their stock from local 
and other foreign sources. 

“Full scale communications ef- 
forts are being employed to con- 
vince the consumer that buying 
American makes sense,” he said. 

At the end of FY 61, the 
A&AFES had 69,622 employes at 
652 bases. In addition to exchange 
service-operated outlets, more than 
6000 small businessmen provided 
barber, laundry, dry cleaning and 
other personal sérvices on a con- 
cession basis.

FOLLOWING is a breakdown of 
exchange business during FY 61 
provided by Laux. 

Of the . total $922.6 million in 
sales for the year, sales overseas 
accounted for $480.7 million and 
CONUS sales, for $441.9 million. 

In CONUS, total retail sales were 
$336.7 million; food sales were 
$52.5 million, and total ‘services 
sales were $52.7 million. 

Overseas, retail sales were $391.9 
million; food~sales were $67 mil- 
lion and services sales were $21 
million. 

Total worldwide payroll for em- 
ployes was $68.2 million. There 
were 306 military members as- 
signed to exchanges worldwide. 

There were 1210 retail outlets in 
CONUS and 1199 overseas. Food

VA also opposed HR 3355 which 
would allow veterans who allowed 
their five-year term policies to 
lapse to reinstate it within a spe- 
cific period of time. Under pres- 
ent policy, term insurance cannot 
be reinstated after expiration of 
the five-year term unless the lapse 
occurred in the 59th or 60th month. 


“The basic principle and policy 
considerations involved in this bill 
are similar to those which would 
reopen NSLI across-the-board. We 
do not recommend favorable con- 
sideration of this bill either,” VA 
told the committee.

VA ALSO opposed HRs 108, 700 
and 2749 which would allow any 
disabled veteran who has served 
since 7 Oct. 1940 a chance to apply 
for Service Disabled Veterans In- 
surance if he hasn’t already got it. 
Mentally incompetent persons 
would be granted additional time 
in which to apply. Premiums would 
be waived where the service-con- 
nected disability became total be- 
fore the insurance took affect. 

VA also opposed: 

® HR 6674 which would reopen 
NSLI to veterans who had no 
spouse, child, parent, brother or 
sister. 

@ HR 6148 which would require 
present NSLI policyholders to pay 
the administrative costs of their 
program. Under present law, the 
administrative costs of both the 
participating and non-participating 
insurance would be the major suf- 
ferers. Their annual dividends 
would have to be cut to pay their 
share. 

@ HR 245 which would consider 
all term insurance of United States 
Government Life Insurance policy- 
holders fully paid when the in- 
sured reaches age 65. About 15,000 
War I veterans now carry five-year 
level premium term insurance. 

@ HR 6384 which would con- 
sider all USGLI term policies as 
paid up at age 63. 

® HR 1760 which would provide 
paid-up insurance for any USGLI 
policyholder who has paid pre- 
miums equal to the face amount 
of his insurance plus the amount 
of dividends he has received. 

® HR 3356 would require all 
notices of lapse of USGLI or NSLI 
to be sent by certified mail to the 
last known address of the policy- 
holder within one week following 
expiration of the grace period. 

® HR 854 would authorize pol- 
icyholders to take out double in- 
demnity protection.

Slow Pokes 


The first of June marked the third 
anniversary of the most recent military pay 
bill. It was something special for, working 
back from 1 June 1958, we find that bill 
came three years after the pay raise of 1955. 
That in turn was three years after the one 
in 1952. And that was three from the act 
of 1949. Then memory gets a bit hazy; 
was the act before that passed in ’45 or 
’46? No matter; the one before that was 
in 1942, to keep the three-year rhythm al- 
most unbroken. 

There will be no increase in 1961. Few, 
however, will be disappointed, for none was 
expected. But what is disappointing, because 
it dashes reasonable expectations, is that 
a quarters allowance increase this year is 
becoming increasingly unlikely. 

This is unfortunate and unnecessary. Un- 
fortunate in that all ranks need an upgrad- 
ing of the allowances last changed as part 
of the 1952 pay act. Such an increase was 
recommended 314 years ago by the Cordiner 
Committee as part of its compensation 
package. Unnecessary in that the facts are 
well. known, the need is evident, and failure 
to act this year on a simple bill is mainly 
the fault of those in charge of personnel 
policy at the Defense level. They are drag- 
ging their feet. 

It is remarkable how quickly the new 
administration made fundamental decisions 
on manpower levels, basic weapons, B-70s, 
nuclear planes and similar matters affected 
bv rapidly-changing technology and _ the 
rapidly changing world situation, yet how 
slowly that same administration is proces- 
sine needed personnel legislation which is 
not affected by recent changes in technology 
or the cold war. 

By and large, different sets of officials 
are responsible for the two types of decisions. 
So, is it askine too much that the personnel 
chiefs—Charles P. Runee and his aides— 
start to make a few decisions in their field? 

It is true that Congress has been drag- 
ging its feet just as badly. Its military 
personnel legislative record is. in the same 
old worn groove of attacks and cutbacks, 
but no benefits. Ditch the Capehart program 
without providing an adequate substitute, 
but don’t originate a quarters allowance bill. 
Deny some vitally needed hospitals, but don’t 
investigate the trailer allowance lag. Criticize 
the Joint Chiefs, but not the need for Justice 
Code revisions. And on and on. 

We don’t say that some of these moves 
mav not be justified. But what happens to 
military men’s morale when they see a long 
list of general welfare measures speed 
through Congress, but note that the only 
attention service people get is to have things 
done to them, never for them? 

In justice, we do want to make it clear 
that though the House Armed Services 
committee could move faster, it has passed 
some personnel benefits—contingency option 
liberalization, a good construction authoriza- 
tion bill, and the like. These are measures 
submitted by the last administration. How- 
ever, the only thing affecting personnel the 
Senate committee has done is to emasculate 
the construction bill, In all other respects, 
its inaction is as complete as that of De- 
fense’s new personnel heads. 

With 1961 half gone, with the congres- 
sional session of 1961 three-fourths over, a 
very sorry record indeed!

APO 39, N.Y.: In 1956, I was 
one of many who accepted monthly 
payments for family separation al- 
lowance, then prescribed by para 
graph 4304, JTR. The payments 
were accepted in good faith by all 
concerned. By 28 July 1956, when 
payments were discontinued, I had 
been paid a total of $427.50. 

In January of this year, the fi- 
nance officer of this command re- 
ceived notices of exception to be- 
gin immediately to withhold the 
$427.50 paid to me in 1956. Even 
though the money was welcome, 
and badly needed, in 1956, I’m 
sure that most of us need it even 
more now, at a time when the cost 
of living is even higher and our 
families are larger. 

Even though hundreds of us still 
in service are affected by this 
single decision of the Comptroller 
General, it is but a single example 
of a continuous series of fiscal in- 
consistencies. Just another of the 
many big days in the life of the 
Comptroller General. 

I ask everyone affected by the 
Family Separation Allowance rul- 
ing to appeal to the Senate Armed 
Services committee for assistance 
in obtaining legislative relief from 
the collection action now being 
taken for payments made in 1956.

THE BUILDING loans, which 
ran for a maximum of two years, 
cost not only a six percent in- 
terest charge but also service 
charges and “points.”

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‘Flap’ Stalls Army Test of New Survival Ration

WASHINGTON — An inven- 
tor’s fear that his “formula” may 
fall into the hands of another 
manufacturer is keeping the 
Army from testing the new Lind- 
blad ration, which may be the 
best survival ration yet devel- 
oped. 

The lightweight ration was 
praised highly by 11 members 
of the Utah National Guard [ast 
year following a 15-day, 167- 
mile hike test (a detailed report 
of this test was published in 
Army Times, 19 Nov. 1960) and 
also won support from several 


others who have tried it, includ- 
ing a guerrilla leader at Fort 
Bragg’s Unconventional Warfare 
School. 

The R&D officer who repre- 
sented the Army during a recent 
briefing on the Lindblad kit for 
a half-dozen concerned congress- 
men told Army Times that the 
Army wants to test the ration. 
“It looks very inviting,” said 
Col. R. B. Firehock, director of 
developments for Army R&D. 
But before official testing of the 
ration can begin, he added that 
the ingredients, the . formula, 
must be known so that it may 
be checked for wholesomeness,

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Laos—Reds Keep 
Right on Going

. PATHET LAO (Communist) forces in Laos appear 
to be starting still another offensive operation behind 
the smoke screen of talk and counter-talk which drags on in 


Geneva. 

They are encouraged—as they 
well may be—by their successful 
capture of the Padong position, 
which not only deprives the anti- 
Communist Meo tribesmen of 
their principal center, but 
pushes the Government forces 
off the only high ground from 
which artillery fire could be 
brought to bear on the Reds’ 
main air strip. 

This accomplishment solidifies 
the Communist hold on the Plain 
of Jars, the central plateau 
which strategically dominates 
the most thickly inhabited por- 
tion of the Laotian kingdom.

HAVING GOTTEN away with 
this outrage with no damaging 
results except for a temporary 
Western withdrawal from the 
Geneva talks—the West is now 
back again, talking some more 
—the Reds are now ready to 
take another bite. 

This time their objective ap- 
pears to be the town of Pak Sane, 
on the Mekong River—which is 
the economic life-line of Laos, 
being its chief means of domestic 
transportation. The Mekong 
River is also, for much of its 
course, the boundary between 
Laos and Thailand. 

So far, the Communist ad- 
vance has not reached the Me- 
kong at any point.

THE NAM SANE, working its 
way through difficult hill coun- 
try, finally flows into the Me- 
k at Pak Sane.

tain trails; the course of the 
Nam Sane River itself marks the 
only route by which men and 
pack animals may find their way 
from the hill country down to 
the valley of the Mekong. Thus 
a prepared Red assault on a vil- 
lage located on the upper reaches 
of the Nam Sane gives a clear 
enough idea of what the objec- 
tive of the operation is. 

A Red advance down the 
Nam Sane to the Mekong, and 
the capture of the town of Pak 
Sane, would cut Laos into two 
parts. The capital cities of 
Luang Prabang and Vientiane, 
in the northern half of the 
country, would be isolated 
from the rich southern regions 
which are the _ traditional 
stronghold of the anti-Commu- 
nist leaders. 

What we shall probably 
see is a bit-by-bit advance, one 
village after another, and a new 
bulge on the disheartening sit- 
uation maps as the Red-held area 
expands slowly toward the vital 
Mekong River. The net result 
will be a Laos cut into two 
pieces, which can then be further 
subdivided by a fresh series of 
operations. 

Meanwhile, no doubt, the 
U, S. and other Western dele- 
gates at Geneva will be further 
entertained by discussions as 
to why it is convenient to al- 
low the agents of the Interna- 
tional Control Commission to 
visit such a remote area as the 
valley of the Nam Sane River; 
and no doubt we shall hear 
more from Mr. Gromyko and 
Marshal Chen Yi on the crim- 
inal “provocations” of any lo- 
cal villagers or Government 
forces which have been so ill- 
advised as to try to defend 
themselves. , 

Of course we shal] protest, as 
we did about the Padong out- 
rage. We may even walk out on 
the conference for a whole week, 
instead of just over the weekend, 
But then there will be the urgent 
voices of old, crying that we 
must not abandon hope—we 
must keep on talking.

Quartermaster General can and 
will give me against disclosure 
of the formula to third parties 
and against its pre-emption for 
use, manufacture and sale with- 
out compensation to me.”

A HALF-DOZEN congress- 
men, led by Sen. Frank E. Moss 
(D., Utah), have inserted them- 
selves into the debate. 

In a letter to Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara, 
dated 17 May and co-signed by 
three other senators and two 
members of the House, Moss said 
he was “amazed” over the “Quar- 
termaster Command’s negative 
report” on the ration. 

The “negative report” to 
which the senator refers was 
turned in by the QM Food and 
Container Institute for the 
Armed Forces, located in Chi- 
cago, and this was because the 
formula presented by Lindblad 
was a simulated, not an actual, 
formula of the ration. 

Lindblad explains that he sup- 
plied the Institute with a simu- 
lated formula in order to show 
weight, compactness and food 
texture” and a simulated formula 
was used because QM “could give 
no assurance that the formula 
would be protected.” 

Testimony on Lindblad’s be- 
half before the congressmen and 
others concerned in the New 
Senate Office Building on 9 May 
continues: “In other words, the 
formula he left with the insti- 
tute was not the exact formula 
used on the Wyoming test or on 
later tests. He also left the in- 
stitute a prototype on the con- 
tainer. It was not the container 
used on the Wyoming test, and 
the institute was so advised. 
Despite the fact that institute 
personnel were told repeatedly 
that this was not the precise for- 
mula, nor the container, an eval- 
uation was made of both. As 
could be expected, the findings 
were negative and the ration was 
termed inadequate.” 

But a QM representative at 
the meeting said that he was not 
aware that the Food and Con- 
tainer Institute had been ad- 
vised that the materials sub- 
mitted by Lindblad were not rep- 
resentative of the true Lindblad 
ration. 

Congressmen endorsing the 
letter from Sen. Moss to Secre- 
tary McNamara were: Senators 
Wallace F. Bennett (R., Utah), 
J. Glenn Beall (R., Md.), Gale

Lindblad and his associates 
maintain that the ration will be 
in commercial production soon.

McNamara, Lindblad. asks that 
the ration be “field tested under 
tive conditions with 


one from Capt. Joseph H. Far- 
rell, a guerrilla leader at the Un- 
conventional Warfare School, 
Fort Bragg, N.C, 

Farrell used the Lindblad sur- 
vival ration during a field exer- 
cise from 31 March through 7 
April 1961. This meant using 
two pills, two powders, and one 
fruit bar each day. During these 
eight days he hiked 210 miles. 

Farrell says: “As guerrilla 
leader responsible for teaching 
student officers, it was neces- 
sary for me to accompany them 
on all operations. Without ex- 
aggeration, I can say that I 
walked 25 miles a day from 0630 
hours to 2300 hours each day 
of the problem. The last day, 
6 April, I was forced to cover 
over 35 miles cross-country, lo- 
cating missing members of my 
group. At no time did I expe- 
rience weakness or loss of 
strength. In fact, each day I felt 
a little stronger as my muscles 
became accustomed to the hiking 
and running... 

“I experienced no difficulty 
in eating the rations, but by the 
end of the fifth day, the powders 
were beginning to wear a little 
thin. I did experience difficulty 
in dissolving the powders in cold 
water. In hot water, the powder 
(if sipping the drink as you 
would coffee) settled to the bot- 
tom of the cup. The pills seemed 
to stave off my appetite. The 
fruit bars were delicious and I 


found them very rich and filling 


“I consider the ration to be 
one of the best I have ever had, 
and I definitely consider it one 
of the best remedies for sur- 
vival, both from bulk and weight 
standpoint, as well as nutrition.’ 

Similar praise came from the 
Nationa] Guardsmen involved in 
the “Operation -Hightop” exer- 
cise in Wyoming last year. As 
Maj. Gen. Maxwell. E. Rich, ad- 
jutant general of the Utah Na- 
tional Guard, says: “I personally 
have interviewed each military 
team member of the operatio 
and have been truly impresse 
with the reaction obtained . . .’

LINDBLAD is quick to point 
out the evaluation of the ration 
by the Wisconsin Alumni Re- 
search Foundation. Dr. Philip 
Derse, Director of Laboratories 
for the Foundation, has called 
the ration formula a “break- 
through” in nutrition. He says 
that the ration indicates that 
balanced minerals and vitamins 
in combination with certain 
chemicals negate the emphasis 
now put on calories per se, Ac- 
cording to Lindblad, “previous 
studies have indicated to Dr, 
Derse that nutritionists must take 
a new look at the principles 
laid down 20 to 30 and even 50 
years ago, and which still are 
followed today in attempting to 
meet dietary needs.”

Guard, Reserve 
To Participate 


In 3 Maneuvers 


WASHINGTON Army Re- 
serve and Army National Guard 
troops are scheduled to partici- 
pate in three Army-sponsored 
combat training maneuvers during 
fiscal year 1962, the Pentagon told 
Congress recently. 


But the Pentagon noted that be- 
cause of renewed emphasis on re- 
serve mobilization, the number of 
reserve participants may be higher. 
Defense Department said the total 
does not include maneuvers in 
which the two Army reserve com- 
ponents will send observers. 


For example, the reserves ex- 
pect to send some 20 observers to 
Europe to witness Wintershield 
III, the Army’s winter maneuvers, 
next winter. During fiscal 1962, re- 
serve units are scheduled to par- 
ticipate in: 

Exercise FAREX, a First Army 
Area maneuver involving com- 
manders and staffs of selected 
Army, Air Force and reserve units. 
It will be conducted in November, 
1961, at an estimated cost of $110,- 
000 


Exercise Lucky Golf, a Third 
Army maneuver to provide train- 
ing for commanders and staffs of 
both active and reserve units in 
latest Army doctrine, It’s schedul- 
ed for March, 1962. 

Exercise LOGEX, a command 
post exercise scheduled for May at 
Fort Lee, Va., to test reserve sup- 
ply and logistical support- for 
mobilization. About 5000 students 
and reserves participated in the

ARADCOM's llth Anniversary 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo.—The Army Air Defense Command, will mark its 11th 
anniversary on 1 July. Originally established as the Army Antiaircraft Command on 
1 July, 1950, ARADCOM now boasts an all-missile system extending throughout the 


continental United States including 
Alaska and Hawaii. It also has units 
at Thule, Greenland. 

As the Army component of the 
multi-service North American Air 
Defense Command, ARADCOM de- 
ploys Nike-Ajax and Nike-Hercu- 
les surface-to-air guided. missiles in 
strategic areas, protecting indus- 
trial and population centers as 
well as several Strategic Air Com- 
mand bases. 

Within ARADCOM during the 
past 12 months, there has been a 
continuous replacement of Nike- 
Ajax missiles with atomic-capable 
Nike-Hercules, and a growing par- 
ticipation in the Nike-Zeus anti- 
missile missile program. 

Progress in arming active Army 
sites with Nike-Hercules missiles, 
a program which began in 1958, 
was emphasized when Lt. Gen. 
Robert J. Wood, commanding gen- 
eral of ARADCOM, announced in 
late 1960 that the Nike-Hercules 
will take over the mission of Ajax 
missiles in 18 metropolitan and 
important air base areas beginning 
this summer. Sixty-eight Nike- 
Ajax sites are being phased out 
of the defense program in these 
areas. 

Gen. Wood assumed command 
of ARADCOM on 1 Aug., 1960 His 
previous assignment was that of 
Deputy Chief of Research and De- 
velopment, Department of the 
Army, Washington, D. C.

ARADCOM’s participation in the 
Nike-Zeus program took a step 
forward in January 1961 with the 
formation of the Nike-Zeus Test 
Unit ARADCOM. The unit, with 
station at Fort Bliss, Tex., was 
designed as a field command of 
ARADCOM. 

All Zeus test-firings, to date, 
have been called “successful”, and 
the Army-industry team develop- 
ing the weapon is confident that 
Zeus is the answer to the enemy 
inter-continental ballistic ~missile 
threat.

W ASHINGTON—FEfforts to provide combat troops with 
better aircraft will also result in “widespread reductions in 
costs,” the Army predicted this week. 


A Pentagon statement said that 
the Army’s 10-year modernization 
program which calls for six aircraft 
models to replace by 1970 nine 
now in use will see nearly complete 
conversion to turbine engines and 
standardization of fuels. 

Since turbine engines are sup- 
posed to need less maintenance, 
the Army hopes it will spend less 
money to train mechanics. An- 
other reason advanced for future 
savings is that fewer aircraft 
models mean fewer spare parts. 

As a result, the Army claims, 
* there will be savings in storage, 
transportation and manufacture. 

” ” a 


THE NINE aircraft models be- 
ing phased out require many differ- 
ent grades of fuel. But, with the 
arrival of the new aircraft the 
Army plans to acquire, only two 
or three grades of fuel will be 
needed. 

In addition, the statement said, 
all of the aircraft at infantry divi- 
sion level will use the same grade 
of kerosene. This will simplify 
logistics in the combat area. 

Earlier this year, officials told 
Congress that the Army would have 
slightly more than 5650 aircraft 
at the end of fiscal year 1961. Un- 
der the new program, which it was 
said “considers foreseeable require- 
ments and budgetary limitations, 
it is anticipated that there will be 
about 8000 helicopters, fixed wing 
and vertical takeoff and landing 
craft by 1970.”

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Army's ‘Case’ for Non-Working Pay a Hit on Hill

Hill was getting a lot of 


laughs this week over a spoof of the Air Force accrual flight 
pay plan that purports to be a “Preliminary Staff Study 
on the Reinstatement of Forage Allowance for Officers’ 


Horses.” 

The fact that use of horses was 
discontinued in 1942 when the cav- 
alry went out of existence is no 
reason for stopping Forage Allow- 
ance (in modern vernacular “rid- 
ing pay”) the background section 
of the staff paper said. “The Army 
would do well to emulate the logic 
behind the proposal to pay flight 
pay for not flying and apply it to 
the problem of paying officers for 
not riding horses.”

THE PAPER GOES ON: 

“The fallacious Army reasoning 
of 1942—that it was best to chuck 
the whole obsolete business in one 
clean swipe—was a gross over-sim- 
plification. It can be attributed to 
some distracting military unpleas- 
antness taking place at the time 
and the fact that the comptroller 
organization hadnot yet been in- 
vented. Our minds are now free to 
concentrate on essential matters 
and our staffing techniques have 
improved. Any modern comptroller 
section worth their Report Control 
Symbol can easily establish that it 
is cheaper and more efficient to 
pay officers for not doing unnec- 
essary work.” 

“The basic principle, to provide 
a system of ever-lasting compensa- 
tion for individuals whose military 








skills are outdated, was completely 
overlooked by the Army.” 

The paper says riding pay was 
an aid to morale because it enabled 
“the socially ambitious officer to 
associate on equal terms with the 
rich, horsey social set devoted to 
polo, horse shows and similar ac- 
tivities. This helped improve the 
breed, if not of the horse, at least 
of subsequent generations of career 
Army families.”

THE “ABRUPT dismounting of 
many career-dedicated officers sim- 
ply because there was no longer a 
requirement for riding horses has 
had an adverse effect on the 
Army’s ability to obtain and re- 
tain future generations of career 
riders. There aren’t any.” 

The move hurt morale, the paper 
says, because “officers who entered 
service on the assumption they 
were assured a career in horseback 
riding and social climbing have had 
their hopes shattered. Some even 
had to marry ordinary girls from 
average homes.” 

The paper notes that “Country 
clubs devoted to grenade throwing 
have not caught on. Rich debu- 
tantes do not care for bayonet 
practice.”

staff paper lays out a program for 
“100 percent participation” in non- 
riding pay. “More money will be 
saved if more officers participate.” 

Wacs should not be barred from 
the program simply because they 
were not riding horses in 1942, the 
paper says. “If they had, their 
feelings would have been hurt, too. 
Millionaire polo enthusiasts have 
sons as well as daughters. For the 
purposes of decorum Wac pay 
vouchers should be annotated ‘non- 
riding pay (side saddle).’” 

To publicize the program, the 
paper goes on, “Spectacular and 
photogenic experiments with in- 
saddle re-fueling should be started. 
Personable young captains and dy- 
namic generals should establish 
and continue to break (a little at 
a time) a wide variety of horse- 
manship records; bareback from 
Altoona to Yahoo City, via sea- 
horse to Catalina, etc. Several ci- 
vilian think-type research groups, 
using old Cavalrymen as second- 
tier subcontractors, could be ad- 
vantageously hired.” 





The paper says to expedite 
the program the Army “will not 
press for retroactive non-riding pay 
at this time. But it reserves the 
right to provide compassionate fi- 
nancial support to those officers 
asking divorce on the grounds that, 
if they had not been denied riding 
pay, they could have done better 
in their marriages.” And the paper 
insists, “Since the lack of useful 
work for Army horsemen has his- 
torical precedence over the lack 
of useful work for Air Force pilots, 
the Army requirement should take 
priority over that of the Air Force.” 

The paper’s “conclusions” read 
as follows: 

“Fair pay for honest soldiering 
is an anachronism. The Army 
must develop: 1. Combat pay- for 
not fighting. 2. Marksmanship pay 


for poor shots. 3. Hazardous duty ed 


pay for the weak at heart. 4. Medi- 
care for the strong at heart. 5. 
Retirement pay for recruits. 6. 
Overseas pay for ZI homesteaders. 
7. Family allowance for bachelors. 





Will Crops Cool the Ground 
Around Desert Telescopes? 


WHITE SANDS MISSILE 
RANGE, N.M. — Agriculture and 
rocketry are joining hands in a 
new project conducted cooper- 
atively by the White Sands Missile 
Range and the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station of New Mexico 
State University. Purpose of the 
project: to determine the feasi- 
bility of decreasing optical turbu- 
lence (heat waves) by growing a 
vegetative cover, under irrigation, 
around a telescope field station. 

For years telescope operators at 
White Sands Missile Range have 
been bothered in observing and 
photographing rocket flights. by 
the optical turbulence caused by 
heat waves which rise from ‘the 
hot desert floor and distort the 
image. Other rocket tracking sta- 
tions have experienced similar dif- 
ficulty. 

So White Sands Missile Range 
officials called on agricultural en- 
gineers and agronomists of NMSU’s 
Agricultural Experiment Station 
for assistance in determining what 
cover plants would prove best in 
lowering the ground temperature 
around the telescope. The NMSU 
researchers will install a 1000-foot 
test well to determine quantity 
and quality of water available. 
Later on, a production well will be

“This project is a pilot opera-| 


tion,’ Stewart says. “If our find- 
ings prove practical, the infor- 
mation will be applied to the other 
tracking stations throughout the 
Missile Range and the rest of the 
nation wherever similar conditions 
exist.”

provide for prosecution. of bad 
check offenses. This was left out 
of the code and military laws have 
been having great difficulty find- 
ing a law under which bad check 
charges can be made to stick. 

The other bill would provide for 
an increase in company legal 
punishment without resort to court 
martial. 

These two items were in the 
omnibus justice code revision bill 
that has been gathering dust for 
years on the Hill. Since action is 
not likely on the whole omnibus 
bill, Defense has asked for action 
on these two most pressing needs 
in separate bills 

The increase in company level 
punishment would aid the in- 
dividual as well as the military 
justice system, Defense said. Disci- 
pline could be administered more 
rapidly without the man getting 
a permanent black mark on his 
record. The bill would allow a 
commanding officer with court 
martial jurisdiction to impose on 
an officer or warrant officer for- 
feiture of one-half a month’s 
for two months instead of one 
month as now provided. Enlisted 
men could be confined for up to 
seven days and fined one-half of 
one month’s pay. Enlisted men can- 
not now be fined without court 
martial.

Some officials have questioned 
the proposal to use reserves in 
this manner, basing most of their 
reservations on the apparent un- 
willingness of Defense to make 
available enough funds to carry out 
the plans, 

In reply to this, an Army spokes- 
man has pointed out that the 
Army has not yet submitted de- 
tailed plans on how it proposes to 
put the program into effect. Be- 
fore such plans are laid before 
Defense chiefs, it was said, the 
latter cannot make concrete pro- 
posals to Congress for the means 
to carry them out.

MEANWHILE, Gen. George H. 
Decker, Army Chief of Staff at- 
tempted to dispell-skepticism that 
the plan could be made to work. 
He issued a statement saying: 

“I wish to express my complete 
confidence in the feasibility of the 
recently announced concept for 
improving deployment readiness of 
Army National Guard and Reserve 
units.” 

Decker also said: 

“This concept was developed by 
the Army and represents my re- 
sponsible professional judgment as 
to attainable goals. I am convinced 
that the concept is practicable and 
that its successful implementation 
will produce a marked increase in 
the total combat potential of the 
Army.”

THE CHIEF OF STAFF went on 
to say the reserve program was 
necessary because of “the critical 
world situation.” 

He said that “detailed plans are 
being developed,” and added that 
“specific measures to implement 
the concept succesfully include:

“I AM CONFIDENT,” Decker 
concluded, “That this program 
will be given the support it merits 
as a major improvement in the 
readiness of essential Army com- 
bat forces.

Take Off Shoulder 
Patches, Save $$ 


REDSTONE ARSENAL, Ala.: I 
have submitted to the incentive 
awards committee, Redstone Arsen- 
al, a suggestion that the Army dis- 
conti the use of shoulder 
patchés as a part of the uniform. 


Shoulder patches cost the govern- 
ment approximately $0.05 each and 
12 of these are issued to each man 
upon his assignment to a new com- 
mand. Take a division of, say, 
14,000 men being activated. This 
means 168,000 shoulder patches 
will be issued at a cost of $8,400. 


If the present rate of turnover 
in personnel continues, at the end 
of a year the division will have 
approximately 50% new men, 
which means another $4,200. Total 
cost for patches for one year for 
one division is $12,600. 

Say, for example, there are 10 
Regular Army divisions on active 
duty and the turnover rate being 
equal, total cost to the government 
would be $126,000 for one year. 


In addition to the above, per- 
sonnel are required to have the 
patches sewed on their uniforms at 
their own expense. The present 
cost for doing this is $0.10 per 
patch or $1.20 to have all patches 
sewed on. Take the.same division 
of men, the cost would be $16,800 
and with a 50% turnover of men 
there would be an additional cost 
of $8,400 or a total cost of $25,200 
for one division for one year. 

The above figures are very con- 
servative due to the fact it is based 
on 140,000 personnel on active duty 
when there are actually in excess 
of 800,000 on active duty in the 
Army. 

To sum up the above, following 
is the amount of savings to the 
government and the individual sol- 
diers if the use of shoulder patches 
were discontinued:

WASHINGTON—A single selection board was to be 
convened here’on 26 June to consider officers for temporary 
promotion to major general and for permanent promotion 


to brigadier general. 

The zones of consideration .an- 
neunced include, for temporary 
major general selection, all serv- 
ing - brigadier generals, and for 
permanent brigadier generals 
all permanent colonels on the 
Army promotion list as of 31 
December 1960. 

In fact, however, the “prime 
target” of the board includes about 
200 serving brigadier generals. 
There are about 245 serving in 
that grade on active duty. Of these, 
a few are so recently appointed 
that they are unlikely to be con- 
sidered yet for their second star. 
In addition there are about 25 
permanent brigadier generals 
serving in the one-star grade. 

Thus some 200 permanent 
eelenels whé are serving as tem- 
perary brigadier generals make up 








the list from whom most if not all 
the officers to be picked will come. 
The selection board wil! undoubted- 
ly look at the qualifications of 
all to determine their capabilities 
for the two star rank. Those so 
selected would be almost auto- 
matic picks for a permanent first 
star. 

The reason that this is true in- 
volves “tenure.” A permanent 
brigadier general serves five years 
from the date of permanent pro- 
motion. Most officers are expected 
to make a second star in less than 
five years. 

The Army announced the selec- 
tion board’s meeting date in DA 
Message 559985, which was sent 
to the field worldwide. However, 
it made no public announcement 
of the board’ 8 meeting. 





Standard Disability 


Expected Out Within Month 


WASHINGTON—The 


Defense directive making uniform the physical 


disability 


retirement standards and procedures for all services is now expected to be issued | w ‘ithin 


the next four weeks. 


The directive has been held up 
for several months for three rea- 
sons: 

1. Changeover in administration 
and reorganization of the office of 
the assistant secretary of defense 
for manpower. 

2. Absence on other duties of 
members of the ad hoc service 
committee peparing the directive, 
and 

3. Service disagreement on a 
number of relatively minor lan- 
guage provisions and policy mat- 
ters within the overall directive.

ALL but two policy considera- 
tions have now been resolved. 
Absence of the chairman of the 
ad hoc committee is holding up 
resolution of these. 

The new directive will set up 
standard procedures in disability 
retirement cases and provides for 
the establishment of a continuing 
committee to assure that service 





administration of the directive re- 
mains as uniform as possible. 

The directive will contain two 
appendixes. The first makes stand- 
ard the description of incapacitat- 
ing conditions and the degree of 
disability each condition causes. 
The second will provide for uni- 
form interpretation of the VA 
physical disability manual and of 
conditions peculiar to the services 
not covered by the manual.

THE DISAGREEMENTS, which 
officials said could be resolved 
with little difficulty, are concerned 
with the following circumstances: 

1. A man on the Temporary Dis- 
ability Retired List (TDRL) is sup- 
posed to be given a physical ex- 
amination every 18 months, or 
oftener. Cases have occurred in 
which an individual is in jail.

erated the committee position that 
its task was toe “seek uniformity” 
in the promotion systems and in 
ether areas of officer career de- 
velopment “whenever practicable.” 
It rejected the Army’s arguments 
opposing uniformity. 

It also rejected the Army’s plea 
against a single promotion selec- 
tion system that, the Army said, 
“will not produce any greater sim- 
jlarity in results than are currently 
obtained through different promo- 
tion methods.” 

The Army and Air Force both 
ebjected to selective continuation 
of officers in the grades of colonel 
and lieutenant colonel. The com- 
mitee revised its recommendation 
in this area to make it clear that 
a “normal career” for colonels was 
still 30 years, for lieutenant colo- 
nels was 26 years.

AGAINST the Air Force objec- 
tion to cintinuing passed-over cap- 
tains, it said that they would be 
selected for continuation to retire- 
ment only to meet service needs. 





The committee also insisted on 
a more or less uniform grade dis- 
tribution table, based on total of- 
ficer strength and not on require- 
ments. Its position continues te be 
that there should be a uniform 
percentage of officers in each grade 
to provide career promotion in- 
centive. 

Possibly the most objectionable 
recommendation from the point of 
view of the Air Force and Army 
was the committee’s insistence that 
officers to be promoted to general 
be selected each year in an exact 
number to meet anticipated vacan- 
cies.

WASHINGTON — A new film, 
“The Army Health Nurse,” is now 
available as TF 83056.

Details Released on New Test Area 


REDSTONE ARSENAL, Ala.—The Army this week | 


released details of its new $8.4 million dollar vertical test 


facility at Redstone Arsenal. 





Rising from a bluff overlooking 
the Tennessee River, a_ vertical 
test stand which features a climac- 
tic chamber producing tempera- 
tures from minus 85 degree to 
plus 185 degrees F., is the most 
unusual structure of the new in- 
stallation. 


Built for the Test, Evaluation 
and Firing Laboratory of the| 
Army Ballistic Missile Agency 
(ABMA), the 540-acre test area 
has equipment thet will enable 
Army missilemen to conduct al- | 
most every conceivable type of | 
test short of actual flight for mis- 
siles up to the size of a Jupiter 
intermediate range ballistic mis- | 
sile.

ABMA IS the element of the | 
Army Ordnance Missile Command | 
with development responsibility 
for the Army’s ballistic missiles 
and battlefield rockets. 


In addition to the test stand with 
twin test positions, the new area 
has an instrumentation and con- 
trol building, two missile assem- 
bly and checkout buildings, a 
building for environmental test, 
and attitude test stand and several 
other structures housing. offices | 
and engineering activities. An in- 
dependent water supply is install- 
ed for cooling the flame deflector 
of the test stand and for fire pro- 
tection. 

William L. Grafton, test lab di- 
rector, describes the new test 
area as “an outstanding addition 
to the Army’s missile program. 
This facility permits us to con- 
duct a large amount of ABMA’s | 
testing in one area, saving time, | 
money and effort.”

THE LARGE TEST stand is 88 
feet high from the base of its | 
heavily-reinforced concrete blast | 
pit to the top of its superstructure. | 

The twin missile mounts on the 
test stamd enable engineers to 
mount two complete missiles, or in 
the case of two stage missiles, the 
first and second stages, side by | 
side to perform simultaneous or 
sequential tests. With this capa- | 
bility, a missile’s in-flight firing | 
sequence can be tested, studied 
and evaluated. 

Jack Waite, associate lab direc- 
tor for test operations, explains 
that the climatic chamber on the | 
test stand “allows us to precondi- | 
tion a missile and maintain that 
condition after putting the mis- 
sile in a vertical position for fir- 
ing. Minutes before firing the 
motor, the huge door which forms | 
the floor of the climatic chamber 
is automatically rolled away to 
clear the way for the motor’s 
blast.” 

Army missiles operate under 
a variety of temperature condi- 
tions. The ability to maintain 
missile motors under a desired 
temperature to conduct captive 
firings is important. 

Plans are being made to incor- 
porate a high altitude simulator 
on the test stand. This will make | 


it possible to fire missiles on the 
stand at simulated altitudes of 
70,000 or 80,000 feet. 

Motor exhaust gases will be led 
away from the test stand at a 90, 
‘degree angle by elbow deflectors lo- | 
eated below the motor exhaust | 
nozzle. Approximately 16,000 gal- 
ons of water per minute will be 
drawn through a booster pumping , 
station from a reservoir and | 
passed over the deflector during 
a test to water-cool the deflector 
and protect it from the high tem- 
peratures of rocket engine ex- 
haust. 

Underground in the rear of- 
the stand are several small 


rooms housing electrical con- 


nections, checkout equipment, 
power equipment and specialized 


instrumentation. 





A 1150 foot tunnel connects the 
instrumentation and control build- 


ing where tests are conducted with 
the test stand. All wiring between 
the two structures is laid on trays 
passing through the tunnel. The 
trays provide easy access and quick 
repair or replacement. As an ad- 
ditional safety factor, the tunnel 





will also accommodate personnel 
for emergency passage between 
the two structures. 

During test operations, millions | 
of bits of information will be car- 
ried over these cables to strip- 
chart recorders, oscillographs, 





magnetic tapes and analog-to-digi- |

Newest Sikorsky Skycrane 
To Handle 8-Ton Payload

WASHINGTON — Sikorsky Air- | 
craft, which demonstrated the S-60 
Skycrane or heavy lift helicopter 
in 1959, will introduce its newest 
model in this field late this year. 

George W. Fey of Sikorsky’s 
Washington office told Army Times 
that the company will introduce its 
8-64 copter in October or Novem- 
ber. The S-64 is a successor to the 
company’s S-60 Skycrane. 

The Army has thoroughly tested 
the S-60, and under current plans, 
hopes to have a heavy lift copter 
in the aircraft inventory before 
1970. Early this week the Army 
said it recognized the increasing 
need for a heavy lift helicopter 
to carry an eight to 12-ton load 
about 25 miles. 

In congressional hearings in 
May, Maj. Gen. Lawrence J. 
Lincoln, assistant deputy chief of 
staff for logistics, programs . and 
budget, said that the Army is 
monitoring commercial develop- 
ments in the flying crane field. 
However, he said, “we have no 
project on that yet.” 

Fey agreed that Sikorsky has 
no contract, but “things certainly 
look favorable from the interest 
point of view,” he said.

SIKORSKY FLEW a cockpit 
mockup of the S-64 to the recent 
Paris air show. There, West Ger- 
man military officers who had 
previously expressed an interest in 
the S-64, examined it. 

The new heavy lift copter, ac- 
cording to Fey, doubles the pay- 
load of the S-60 and carries from 
eight to 10 tons.

It would be ranked 
fourth or fifth in terms oP im- 
portance, But since it was a 
fairly simple role and I was on 
the set all the time anyway, 
they decided to give me a try 
as an actor.

bull’s-eye center, and a dime if 
a shot lands four inches out. 

Proceeds go to Soza’s favorite 
charity which, according to the 
Army marksman, was “doing 
all right for a while.” 

However, Soza’s self-imposed 
fines have been the means by 
which he could develop greater 
concentration of what has been 
termed the most exacting course 
of pistol fire in the world. His 
“money shots” in the six and 
seven rings of the 50-meter in- 
ternational free pistol target are 
becoming fewer, and his month- 
ly donations progressively less. 

The course of fire over which 
Soza is training calls for a bull’s- 
eye with a center 10-ring little 
larger than a silver dollar, a 
nine-ring placed two inches and 
an eighi-ring three inches away 
from center. The first of Soza’s 
“money-rings,” the seven-ring, is 
the last in the black of the 
bull’s-eye, and four inches out. 
The 10-cent six-ring is five inches 
away. 

The free pistol shooter com- 
peting at world level can afford 
to let few shots. land in the 
eight ring. The world’s record 
for the course is a 566 out of a 
possible 600 points fired by a 
Russian. To approach this mark 
the shooter must place all his 
shots in the area of the nine-ring 
with rare exceptions. 

This means that all his 60 
shots must strike an area in the 
span the size of a man’s hand. 

The value of his system is 
supported by the Soza_ con- 
science. It is now demanding that 
a tax be placed upon all bullets 
piercing the eight-ring.

HIS account of France’s eight years of fighting in 

Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia is particularly timely 
right now, when the prospect of a similar venture faces 
American decision makers. 

Fall’s book points out that the Indochina war was 
no small potatoes affair. The French side suffered 
170,000 casualties, more than we lost in the Korean 
War. Indochina also drained the French treasury, plus 
a billion or so 6f our dollars. And after it was all over, 
the French were defeated and there’s still a chance 
western soldiers will have to go into the same area 
again. 

Fall, who was in Indochina in 1953, has not written 
a history of that conflict. Rather, he has collected a 
series of portraits of the separate battles, spread over 
a vast area without any continuous frontline. His best 
descriptions are of the battles waged at isolated French 
forts in the jungles, where the French soldiers and 
their allies were overwhelmed by fiercely-led native 
soldiers and communist-supplied arms. He also writes 
of the problems caused by the enemy’s use of an “ac- 
tive sanctuary’—in this case, China. Our Army had 
a similar problem, around the same time.

i be OCTOBER 1739, England found itself at war with 

Spain after 30 years of peace. Public pressure had 
forced the war on Sir Robert Walpole, who, like some 
later prime ministers, was ill-prepared for a war which 
he had hoped to avoid. 

The attack was launched by sea and was directed 
against Spanish colonies and trade. One phase of this 
operation was the famous voyage of Commodore Anson 
to the Pacific. He sailed from Portsmouth Sept. 18, 
1740, with a poorly-equipped and poorly-manned squad- 
ron of six naval vessels and two supply ships. 

His flagship, the 60-gun Centurion, was unaccom- 
when she returned three years and eight months 
ater. There were 124 survivors of the 2139 men who 
had set forth in 1740. 

- . * 

A CLASSIC NARRATIVE of the voyage was pre- 
ared by the expedition’s chaplain. Richard Waltor. 
he account reflects Anson’s point of view. In fact, 

in some editions authorship is attributed to Anson 
himself. Mason has rewritten the Anson-Waltor story 
and has supplied a fictional veneer. Yet Anson is the 
rincipal figure and the great body of the narrative 
s factual. 

Delays, storms, scurvy and disasters loom large 
throughout the voyage, Anson was a patient, quiet, 
persistent man who was, determined to do his best 
with the meager resources at his disposal. His mission 
was to inflict damage on Spanish shipping and settle- 
ments and, if possible, to capture the Manila Galleon 
the famous armed transport which once a year carried 
Far Eastern spices and luxury products from Manila 
to Acapulco and returned, with silver bullion. Anson’s 
leadership and seamanship were superb; he accom- 
plished his mission. 

Throughout the voyage Anson had the problem 
of being prepared to deal with superior forces which 
he might encounter. Fortunately he missed them. Al- 
ready having lost many men from scurvy and other 
ailments, he rounded Cape Horn in the worst season 
of the year and reached Juan Fernandez in June 1741. 

Five months were passed in refitting the ships and 
in recovering the health of surviving crew members.

How I Got Lost 
In the Attic

WANTED to listen to some new records last night to review in 
this column but a thunderstorm came up and I had to shut the 
attic windows. In the attic I bumped into a carton of old Down 
Beat magazines and I have yet to hear the new records. Old mag- 
azines have always had a strong appeal for me. 


Down Beat, the best known jazz magazine, has changed a great 
deal in the past 25 years and mostly for the better, I suppose. It 
is now more of a critical journal and certainly less sensational 
and better, written. The old slick tabloid, Down Beat used lots of 
pictures, favoring female singers with their skirts hiked above 
their knees, and many wild headlines—(Waxworks Shoot Their 
Wads With Special Xmas Records; War Blows Américan Guts Out 
of Shanghai; Finds Jump Juiceless; Moola Only in Schmaltz; I 
Saw Pinetop Spit Blood). 


But the old Down Beat had much more news in it than the 
present one and a jazz enthusiast can find that hours pass quickly 
re-reading issues of 20 years ago. Items, taken at random: 

Benny Goodman on his new guitar player Charlie Christian, 
who was to revolutionize jazz guitar (December 15, 1939, issue): 
“Our most recent discovery is Charley Christians. Frankly, I 
never liked the electric guitar. It didn’t make much sense to me 
in a band like ours. But Christians is different.” 


More on Christian (March 15, 1942): “New York—Musicians 
here are mourning the sudden, unexpected death of young Charlie 
Christian, who died of tuberculosis March 2 . The bespectacled, 
personable Christian succumbed a few days ‘after physicians as- 
sured him he was making progress in his long fight against the 
dreaded illness . . . Goodman and John Hammond, Charlie’s closést 
friends, were especially grieved at Charlie’s passing and personally 
handled details of sending the body to Oklahoma.” 

And here is passing mention to another musician who was to 
become one of the most influential in jazz history. A review of the 
Jay McShann band from Kansas City includes this paragraph: 
“That’s all there is to this story. Except that some of Jay’s boys, 
Walt Brown, Gene Ramey, Gussie Johnson, Charles Parker and 
Others, deserve a mention .. .” (November 1, 1941).

A SHORT from page 15 of the November 1, 1941, issue reads: 
“New York—Frank Sinatra is making four test sides for the Blue- 
bird label, accompanied by a string ensemble, and if the discs 
sell well he’ll probably go out on his own as a solo act early in 
1942. Sinatra recently signed a personal management contract with 
Tommy Dorsey’s “Personal Management, Inc. . . . When he and 
Tommy feel the time is right, Frank will leave the Dorsey band.” 

And there was an ad man always present, then as now. From 
the same 1941 issue: “New York—Muggsy Spanier’s name has been 
good enough for him and all his followers for many years. . 
Now Charlie Shribman and Charlie Green, who handle many of 
his band’s bookings, want him to change it. ‘Muggsy isn’t com- 
mercial,’ Green told Spanier . . . So the sign on the front of the 
bandstand reads Francis (Muggsy) Spanier’s Orchestra. The “Mug- 
gsy’ portion is in small letters.”

THE JULY 1, 1942 edition carried a memorial page to Bunny 
Berigan, one of the truly great trumpet players: “New York—Sen- 
timents here about Bunny Berigan’s death vary from extreme sorrow 
to a strange kind of irritation. Latter emotion was expressed by 
an office man who has been very close to Bunny for some years, 
pointing out that “it was a crime to have talent like that wasted 
for no reason at all. Bunny didn’t have to die—I wish to God I'd 
been able to keep him from killing himself.” 

And from the July 1, 1942 issue a banner headline reads: “Man, 

“Tatum IS Jazz—Big Tea,” with a sub-head saying that Teagarden 
plans to use Art with his band. Teagarden, in the interview, put 
down all those who put down Tatum, and there were a good many 
idiots who did in those days.

3500 Men Re-Enact 
First Manassas Battle 


RICHMOND, Va. — Visitors to 
Virginia will have a chance to re- 
live one of the Civil War’s most 
spectacular battles on July 22 and 
23 when more than 3500 men from 
23 states — clad in Blue and Gray 
— will re-enact the First Battle 
of Manassas. 

The old battlefield in Northern 
Virginia, now the Manassas Na- 
tional Battlefield Park, will 
tremble again under cavalry 
charges, resound to the sounds of 
muskets, cannon and bugle calls. 

The event will be part of the 
Civil War Centennia rogram. 

Focal point of the national observ- 
ance is Virginia where it is esti- 
mated 60 per cent of the Civil War 
— about 1,000 major and minor 
engagements — were fought. 

In mid-July, the new State 
Civil War Centennial Center 
will open in Richmond. The 
$600,000 Center will serve as 
headquarters to _ familiarize 
visitors with all Centennial 
events and Civil War shrines, 
Battlefield Parks and other 
places of interest. The over-all 
story of the War will be told at 
the Center through instructive 
motion pictures and exhibits. 
Virginia’s capital is filled with 

reminders of the past. The White 
House of the Confederacy, war- 
time residence of Confederate 
President Jefferson Davis, now a 
museum, contains the largest col- 





lection of Civil War relics in the 


world. Battle Abbey (Confederate | = 


Memorial Institute) is distinguish- 
ed for its collection of battle flags, 
arms, equipment and particularly 
for the mural paintings of Con- 
federate scenes by French artist 
Charles Hoffbauer. Famed Monu- 
ment Avenue is ltned with statues 
of Confederate heroes and leaders. 

A tour of Virginia’s four Nation- 
al Battlefield and Military Parks 
and one small State Battlefield 
Park will unfold almost the entire 
story of the military operations in 
the State. 


Manassas National Battlefield 
Park is the site of the first major 
engagement of the War — First 
Manassas or Bull Run in 1861, and 
Second Manassas (Bull Run) in 
1862. Key battle positions include 
Bald Hill, the Stone House, Stone 
Bridge, and Henry House Hill. It 
was there that General Thomas 
Jonathan Jackson earned immor- 
tality and the nom de guerre, 
“Stonewall.” 


Fredericksburg and Spotsylvania 
National Military Park embrace 
the battlefields of Fredericksburg, 
Salem Church, Chancellorsville, 
the Wilderness and Spotsylvania 
Courthouse. Few areas of like size 
hold so much for the student of 
the war. It combines a panorama 
of events from Manassas to Cold 
Harbor, commemorating the War’s 
heaviest, most continuous fighting. 








First Overhaul Since 1908 Set 
At Famed Portsmouth Hospital 


PORTSMOUTH, Va.—Surgeon Thomas Williamson loaded a handful of sick sailors 
into wagons and headed for what is now known as “Hospital Point” 131 years ago, The 
doctor and his aides were leaving a converted loft in the Naval Shipyard—then known 
as the Gosport Navy Yard—for the first Naval Hospital built in the United States. 


The building is still standing to- 
day. It isn’t in use, but not because 
it is not usable. It is being pre- 
pared for its second major remodel- 
ing. The first was accomplished in 
1908. The planned overhaul was 
made possible by the completion 
of the 16-sto skyscraper—for 
Tidewater Virginia—hospital into 
which patients from the “Old Main” 
building were moved a year ago. 

The hospital itself has served the 
armed forces of the United States 
since it was first opened. In its 
graveyard, now filled, are veterans 
of every war from the Mexican 
through World War I. 

On Memorial Day the flags of 
several nations, including China, 
Russia, Brazil, Japan and England 
flutter over graves of military men 
who died at the hospital. Yankees 
and Confederates lie side by side 
in the neat rows.

MOST OF THE GRAVES are 
Navy, but there are those of the 
Army. also. Reading the tomb- 
stones is an education in itself 
as long forgotten rates, ships and 
designations tell the story of the 
Navy’s development. The oldest 
marked grave is that of a British 
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sailor killed in a fall from the 
rigging of his ship back in the 
1830s. 

One which stirs the imagination 
is that of an Army officer killed 
at Vera Cruz in Mexico. Why, one 
may ask, was this body returned 
from Mexico for burial in this spot? 
The answer is lost in the pages of 
history. 

The contrast between modern 
medicine and that of the 1830s 
is easily traced in the two “main 
buildings.” As one mounts the 
steps of “Old Main” a careful 
look will spot the quartz windows 
which let slivers of light into the 
lunatic cells put below the steps 
when the hospital was built, 

A few hundred feet away in “new 
Main” the most modern facilities 
are available for treatment of psy- 
chiatric cases as well as all other 
forms of human ailments. The rec- 
ords of Old Mains’ surgical suites 
show that in 1956 Navy surgeons 
spent 24% hours replacing a sail- 
or’s aorta, the large artery which 
carries blood from the heart, in 
one of the longest operations in 
medical history.

which killed people so fast that the 
carpenters at the Naval Shipyard 
were put to work building coffins 
in which to bury the dead. 
Hospital Point was originally

fort which protected the cities 
of Norfolk and Portsmouth from 
approach by water. Fort Nelson 
had been abandoned by 1827 
when construction of the hospital 
was started. 

Old Main was an architectural 





marvel when first constructed. It 
was designed with a central heat- 
ing unit, a unique innovation for 
that era. Visitors today will see 
why it has withstood the pressures 


of thousands of patients and the 
dozens of hurricanes which have 
swept through the area since it was 
built. Its walls are solid stone four 
feet thick at the base. 
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Visitors are permitted to 
drive through the grounds without 
escort. If they wish, they can walk 
around the park where. the Con- 
federate soldiers raised the stars 
and bars 100 years ago this July 1. 

Actually, the hospital was taken 
over by Virginia militia on April 





21, nine days after the Civil War 
was touched off in Charleston har- 
bor. They hauled the flag of Vir- 
ginia up to replace the stars and 
stripes. The flag of the Confed- 
eracy went up ten weeks later, The 
hospital was back in Union hands 
the following May.

Florida Has 
Many Parks; 
209 of Them 


MIAMI BEACH.—Florida’s 
209 wayside parks have be- 
come familiar landmarks for 
millions of Americans as wel- 
come retreats away from the 
hurry and scurry of busy 
highways. 

These miniature state 
parks, many of which offer 
boating, fishing and swim- 
ming facilities, dot the state’s 
roadside from Pensacola to 
Key West, the East Coast, 
Central Florida and across the 
northern boundary. 

These roadside facilities 
take advantage of the most 
scenic attractions an area has 


to offer. Many front on 
beaches, rivers, lakes and 
bays. 


The widespread network of 
209 wayside parks extends through- 
out the state. Motorists are alert- 
ed by road signs as they approach ' 
in time to make preparations for 
stopping. 

The familiar green and white 
color theme of the park facilities 
soon become a welcome signal ‘that 
here the traveler will find tables 
for picnicking, cooking grills, and, 
in most, showers and restrooms. 
Almost all the parks have shelters 
where nature has not. provided 1 
shaded area. 

Largest of the highway havens 
is on the St. Petersburg side of 
the famed Sunshine Skyway 
Bridge. The area has 76 tables 
to accommodate a horde of va- 
cationers. Also provided are 
grills and two conveniently 
placed bathhouses complete with 
showers and restrooms. 
Campbell Causeway, spanning 
the bay between Tampa and Clear- 

water, also affords vacationers 
ideal sites for fishing and swim- 
ming, with sheltered tables and 
grills spaced at intervals on both 
sides of the highway.

ALONG THE Keys, as the travel- 
er drives to Key West, he finds a 
wayside park near the Bahia Honda 
Bridge and another with a beach 
front after he has reached the 
southernmost city. 

In northwest Florida, too, a 
series of beach parks are found 
along the Miracle Strip, starting at 
Panama City Beach and continuing 
to Fort Walton Beach and Pensa- 
cola Beach. 

Each of these parks give the 
vacationer a chance to enjoy sand- 
duned beaches, rolling waves of 
the Gulf—a brilliant - turquoise 
along this coast—and sheltered 
picnic tables and showerhouses.

IN ADDITION to the many way- 
side parks throughout the state, 
the road department has also built 
some 81 boat ramps. Where there’s 
a good boating site, there’s certain 
to be a ramp. 

Constructed at appropriate 
sites along the state’s endless 
chain of navigable channels, 
boating ramps have proved to 
be popular not only for the boat- 
ing enthusiast, but also water 
skiers and skin divers. 

Finding favor with fishermen 
are a series of catwalks built on 
bridges in the state. Constructed 
as a safety measure to keep fisher- 
men off the roadway of bridges, 
catwalks continue to grow in popu- 
larity for anglers who prefer to 
fish from stationary sites rather 
than use boats. 

Some 31 catwalks are now on

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. — 


This miracle town in Broward 
County, knows where it’s going, all 
right, but it wonders sometimes at 
the pace of its almost fantastic rise.

“There’s only one Fort Myers 
and 90 million people are going 
to find it out,” was the prophecy 
of Thomas A. Edison, the great 
inventor who chose the city for 
his home. 

Like many of his predictions, 
this one is well on its way to be- 
coming true. Fort Myers has 
grown from a small cattle center 
to a major resort, attracting 
thousands of tourists. 

And those taking in the many 
attractions of the city find one of 
the most enjoyable is the Edison’s 








Estate, turned over by his widow 
in 1947 to Fort Myers as a shrine 
to the inventor. 

Here visitors see not only the in- 
ventor’s home and workshop, pre- 
served as he left them, but also 
a rare botanical garden with more 
than 300 species of shrubs and 
trees, imported from all over the 
world. 

Tours leave in front of the ad-

To see the 14-acre estate takes 
about an hour. 

From the start of the tour to 
its finish, the visitor’s interest is 
fired by accounts of exotic trees 
and shrubs and by an intimate 
glimpse of Edison’s life revealed 
in his home and shop. Among the 
unusual trees and shrubs he will 
remember: 


@® A sausage Tree, the fruit of 
which resembles sausage, and a 
Fried Egg Tree, which has a flower 
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resembling an egg, sunny side up. 

® A Dynamite Tree with fruit 
the size of a timato which explodes 
like a shotgun when ripe and scat- 
ters seed 200 feet. 

@® A Money Tree, so-called be- 
cause its leaves are sold to flor- 
ists for 25 to 50 cents each. 

@ The rare Cannonball Tree, 
one of three growing in the United 
States. 

@ The Sapodilla of Mexico, the 
sap of which is used to make gum.

AUGUSTA, ME. — _ Several 
years ago, in a moment of whimsy, 
a Maine legislator said that he was 
preparigg a bill that would make 
it illegal to add tomatoes to clam 
chowder. It was all in a spirit of 
fun, of course, but it touched off 
a controversy that swept the 
country. 

Arrayed on one side were those 
who believed that, as he said, 
Maine clam chowder should be 
preserved in its “pristine glory”, 
and those who thought that, like 
wine, it should be gazed upon 
when it is red. 

Inherent in all this is the 
strong feelings that people have 
on the subject of cookery and 
of the great gulf that lay be- 
tween the two schools of thought 
in the matter. 

Maine cooks will tell you that 
their goal is to enhance the natural 
goodness of whatever is being 
cooked, and not to drown it in 
herbs, spices, or of componets, 
such as tomatoes, with foreign 
flavor. Another conviction in Maine 
is that a raw product cannot be too 
fresh. 

The recipe for cooking corn-on- 
the-cob, for example, is to get the 
pot boiling, pick the corn from the 
garden, and then to run like heck 
for the pot. This fetish for fresh- 
ness encompasses almost every- 
thing — fish, shell fish, dairy and 
poultry products. A commendable 
end product of all this is the fact 
that food poisoning is unknown 
where such philosphy exists. 

Those who have a taste for 
Maine cooking, and this includes 
almost everyone, consider sump- 
tuous dining as a major part of a 
vacation. 

.- * * * 

PRINCIPAL object of the de- 
votion of Maine visitors is the so- 
called shore dinner, generally 
served in quantities that would 
make a hungry lumberjack pale. 

The visitor who tells the waitress 
to “give us the works” will start 
out with a bowl of clam chowder 
made from fresh, Maine soft-shell- 
ed clams, some of the world’s best. 
From there he will be served 
steamed clams in the shell with 
melted butter to dip them in.

Pershing Missile Passes 
Latest Test Impressively 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala. The 
Army’s Pershing ballistic missile 
sped down the Atlantic Missile 
Range from Cape Canaveral, Fla., 
9 June in a successful test firing 
that culminated with the missile’s 
impact in a pre-selected target 
area. 

“The distance from impact to 
target for the missile we fired to- 
night was well within the accuracy 
requirements for Pershing’s in- 
tended use as a general support 
weapon for the field Army,” ac- 
cording to Brig. Gen. Richard M. 
Hurst, commander of the Army 
Ballistic Missile Agency (ABMA). 
“Tonight’s Pershing was set to 


travel less than its maximum 
range,” he added. 
w e . 


THE TWO STAGE solid pro- 
pellant Pershing was guided to its 
target area by an inertial guidance 
system. Gen. Hurst explained that 
“Pershing’s guidance system is 
immune to any known electronic 
counter measures. The data avail- 
able to us immediately after the 
firing indicates that we met all 
test objectives.” 

Flares carried in the missile’s 
warhead unit were ejected during 
flight to allow optical tracking of 
the missile. 

As part of an integrated test 
program, the missile was 
from a combination of a fully- 
tracked system prime mover (XM- 
474) and a mobile transporter- 
erector-launcher (TEL). The TEL, 


' mounted on the prime mover, is 


designed to provide simplicity of 
firing operations under combat 
conditions. Other elements of the 
Pershing ‘system will be phased 
into the test program later. 


PERSHING development is un- 
der the technical su ion of 
ABMA, an element of the Army 
Ordnance Missile Command, Red- 
stone Arsenal, Ala. The Martin 
Company of Orlando, Fla. is 
prime contractor for the system. 

TAPCO, a division of Thompson- 
Ramo-Wooldridge, Cleveland, Ohio, 
designed the TEL. The XM-474 
prime mover was developed by the 





Food Machinery and Chemical 
Corporation, San Jose, California, 
under.the technical supervision of 
the Ordnance Tank-Automotive 
Command, Detroit, Mich. 


The firing was conducted by a 
firing crew composed of men from 


the Martin Company and ABMA’s |- 


Test, Evaluation and Firing Labor- 
atory.

Time Ruled Out 
For Retirement 


WASHINGTON — A National 
Guard officer cannot accure lon- 
gevity or retirement points for in- 
active Army Guard Service the 
Comptroller General ruled last 
week. 

The Comptroller noted that the 
Career Compensation Act of 1949 
specifies the service and the cir- 
cumstances which are creditable 
towards basic pay. 


A man who served in the Organ- 
ized Militia prior to 1 July, 1916, 
in the National Guard Reserve, or 
in the National Guard of the United 
States can credit such service for 
basic pay purposes, the Comptrol- 
ler ruled. 

Lt. Col. William T. Schuster, an 
Air Force officer, asked the Comp- 
troller to determine whether he 
was eligible for longevity points 
and retirement credits for the 
nearly 18 months he spent in the 
inactive Guard in the early thirties. 

The records show that Schuster 
enlisted in the Pennsylvania Guard 
on 4 Dec. 1933, was transferred to 
the NG Reserve on 26 June, 1934, 
and received an honorable dis- 
charge from the inactive NG on 
3 Dec. 1936. 

Since service in the inactive Na- 
tional Guard was omitted from the 
Career on Act of 1949 
as well as m the visions of 
section 3 of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942, the CG ruled that 
Schuster cannot credit inactive 
service between June 1934 and 
December 1936 for basic pay pur- 
poses. : 


AF Lets Zeus Target Contract 


WASHINGTON — A $10 million 
contract for development and pro- 
duction of ICBM target vehicles 
required by the Army to test its 
Nike Zeus . antiICBM weapon 
system now in development has 
been awarded by the Air Force 
to the General Electric Company.

and the Nike Zeus missile. A 
direct hit is not required by the 
Zeus missile since its nuclear war- 
head will have a large lethal vol- 
ume. Therefore, verification of 
miss distance assists in measur- 
ing Zeus effectiveness. 

Executive management of de- 
velopment, engineering and tech- 
nical support of the target program 
has been assigned to the Air Force 





Systems Division in Los Angzles, 
Calif. 

SAC’s Ist Msl. Div at Vanden- 
berg AFB, Calif., is responsible 
for launching the target missiles 
into the Pacific test area. The 
Army has funded the USAF for 
the procurement of 18 Atlas 
ICBMs to be used in the tests. 
Additional target vehicles will be 
la_.iched by other Atlas and Titan 
ICBMs fired as a regular part of 
SAC’s combat training launch 
program. 

The target vehicles will be pro- 
duced at GE’s Missile and Space 
Vehicle Department, Philadelphia.

Powerful New Radar Being 


Built at Missile School 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala. — One of 
the world’s most powerful radar 
installations, standing about 90 
feet high, will soon provide this 
“Rocket City” with a new and dis- 
tinctive landmark. 

Consisting of a huge translucent 
plastic dome..atop a_ structural 
steel tripod, the new high-powered 
radar has been developed for an 


improved version of the Army’s 
Nike-Hercules air defense missile, 
according to Col, Charles W.

The school recently began first 


classes on the new radar system. 

Described officially as _ being 
“ten times more discriminating in 
target detection than present 
operational radar,” the improved 
device will “reach out substantial- 
ly im excess” of the present 
Hercules system which has an an- 
nounced range greater than 75 
miles and reaches altitudes above 
206 mlies, Col. Eifler said. 

The new radar tower is being 
installed by the R. M. Lee Co. of 
Birmingham under a $194,000 con- 
tract supervised by the Army Engi- 





neers. It is to be completed by late

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IBM to Build Space Memory System 


2OCKVILLE, Md. — A new satellite memory system developed by IBM is designated 
to travel at 18,000 miles an hour through space to collect observations of the heavens 


made outside the distortion of the earth’s atmosphere. The observations—involving mil- 


tions of figure facts—will be made by powerful telescopes and other instruments aboard 
the orbiting astronomical observatory, to be launched by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration in late 1963. NASA’s Goddard Space Flight Center calls the OAO 


project its most ambitious undertaking. 


Prime contractor for the orbit- 
ing astronomical observatory is 
Grumman Aircraft Engineering 
Corp., Bethpage, L.I. IBM’s Fed- 
eral Systems Division, Rockville, 
Md., has an order from Grumman 
to build and test models of the 
new space satellite memory and 
data processor for OAO. 

The IBM system—developed at 
the Space Guidance Center, 
Oswego, N.Y. — will ride along 
with the telescopes in the very 
stable orbiting observatory plat-

OAO will take approximately 100 
minutes to make each orbit 500 
miles above the earth.

Time to Automate 
Soldier, GE Says 


SYRACUSE, N. Y. — “Two men standing five feet apart 


with their fingers on the triggers of shotguns are both just) 
as strong,” says Richard L. Shetler, general manager of Gen- | 
eral Electric’s defense systems department in a recent ad-| 
dress before the graduates of GE’s advanced courses in Engi- | 


neering. 


Speaking on a subject “Tech- 
nology—lIts Relation to Strategy 
and Tactics,” Shelter emphasized 
that the intercontinental ballistic 
missile with its potential capabil- 
ity of erasing mankind from the 
earth, is so efficient that its in- 
discriminate use is impractical to 
advance political objectives. He 
stated that the Soviet Union and 
the communist bloc are placing 
“its chips” in the area of limited 
war, symbolized by actions in Laos, 
South Viet-Nam, and others. “To- 
day,” he pointed out, “we are 
spending $16 billion on these 
weapons for . . . total war, and 
only about $2 billion on weapons 
which can make it unprofitable 
for the Communists to wage-limit- 
ed wars.” 


“With ICBMs, we find ourselves 
in the position of two men stand- 
ing five feet apart with their fing- 
ers on the triggers of shotguns. 

One man, 
however, through political subver- 
sion, calls in a few town toughs 
to attack his opponent with stones 
from the rear. The other man, the 
free world, must now come up 
with some other weapons to de- 
fend himself from the attacks from 
this new quarter.”

THIS NATION’S potential ene- 
mies can still throw armies into 
the field which outnumber us at 
least 20 to one, he said. “There- 
fore we must find a way through 
military technology to cut these 
odds down more in our favor.” Un- 
less we do, said Shetler, the free 
world will continue to be “nibbled 
away” by the communist bloc. 


“The solution rests in the real- 
ization that we must make limited 
wars and revoluntionary upheav- 
als just as politically impractical 
to the communists as we have 
made total war politically imprac- 
tical through the ICBM.

When OAO 
orbits back over its ground sta- 
tions in the eastern U.S. and South 
America, its radios will read out 
all collected observations from its 
main memory. During the 10 min- 
utes or so that OAO is in radio 
range of the ground, instructions 
for experiments to be carried out 
in orbit will be sent up and lodged 
in its smaller command memory. 
Over 200,000 bits of scientific 
information can be stored in the 
satellite’s main memory during the 
experiment part of each orbit. All 
of this can be read out and radioed 
to the ground in 7.5 seconds. 
Scientists will interpret this in- 
formation to learn how stars are

Eggs Stiffen Doilies 


In reply to the reader who ask- 
ed about stiffening doilies, I was 
once told to use the whites of 





eggs. How many egg whites you 
use depends on how many doillies 
you plan to stiffen. 

Dip your doilies into the whites 
and shape as they dry. Keep shap- 
ing until you have the desired ef- 
fect. After they are dry they may 
be coated completely with shellae 
to give them a permanent finish. 
When doilies become dusty they 
can be dusted, or if too soiled, 
they can be dipped in warm suddsy 
water and rinsed. They will retain 
their shape. Good luck.

ROMULUS, N. Y.—Vernon 
(Lefty) Gomez, former star 
pitcher for the New York 
Yankees and a_ well-known 

ractical joker among big 
eaguers, recently treated 
North Depot Activity person- 
nel to examples of fine pitch- 
ing form and clever wit when 
he visited the Ordnance North 
Depot Activity to give a class 
in baseball instruction. 

The tall left-hander, now 51- 
years-old, appeared trim and fit 
enough to pitch nine innings of 
winning baseball again as he made 
another stop in his travels for the 
promotion staff of Wilson Sporting 
Goods baseball department. 

“I really enjoy this work be- 
cause it keeps me close to baseball 
and I get a chance to work with 
youngsters who are just starting 
out in the game.” 

He estimated that he travels 
nearly 100,000 miles each year for 
Wilson giving baseball clinics, 
pitching in occasional exhibitions 
and speaking at sports banquets 
He is making a tour around the 
New York-Pennsylvania League, 
but he indicated that he spends a 
majority of his time with younger 
groups soon as the Little League 
and the Babe Ruth League. 

The visit of the one-time pitch- 
ing great, who won 189 games in 
14 American League seasons and 
six World Series games without a 
loss, was arranged by Joseph 
(Lefty) Venuti, NDA service club 
director. 

“I’m afraid I can’t give you any 
fnstruction on hitting,” the former 
Yankee confessed. He further il- 
lustrated his point by telling of 
a bet he once made about hitting 
with the great Babe Ruth. 

“The Babe bet me one season 
that I wouldn’t get five hits all 
year, and he gave me 5 to 1 odds. 
I banged out four hits in my 
first game, but, wouldn’t you 
know it, I never got another all 
year and lost the bet,” the color- 
ful Gomez said. 

Gomez, who played on seven 
Yankee pennant winners and six 
world championship clubs, was the 
winning pitcher in three All-Star 
games, including the first one 
played in 1933. He won over 20 
games in four different seasons 
and led the league in winning per- 
centage with 26-5 in #034 and 15-5 
in 1941. 

He also led the American 
League in strikeouts in 1933, 1934 
and 1937. In 1934 and 1937, he had 
the lowest earned run average in 
the league, giving up only 2.33 
runs per nine innings pitched. 

Gomez referred to Joe DiMaggio 
as “the poor guy who had to chase 
all my mistakes.” He claimed that 
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Cpl. Larry Uhi some pointers wh

he made Johnny Murphy, the form- 
er Yankee relief pitcher, into 
“one of the best relievers in base- 
ball” because “I always gave him 
plenty of opportunity to clean up 
the messes I left behind.”

The way Feller was throw- 
ing, we were liable to lose, and I 
never could get used to the idea of | 
losing,” Gomez began.

Kennedy. Neither the Model 94 nor 
the politics. of the Winchester 
owners have changed over the 


years. All engraved and gold in- 
laid, this number is going on tour

It required 33 years to grind out 
the first million of these cowboy 
rifles and 26 years to account for 
the second million. But now the 
tempo has stepped up for this latest 
500,000 have required only eight 
years in the making. By compari- 
son the Model 70 bolt action rifle, 
cracked up by the experts as the 
best of all this type, has been 
around since 1937 and has only 
very recently managed to top 500,- 
000 units.

THE IMMORTAL John Brown- 
ing invented and patented the 
Model 94 rifle. He whipped up the 
design, journeyed to Winchester 
headquarters and there sold the 
right of manufacture. This was 
in August 1894. Losing no time, 
Winchester had the rifle in pro- 
duction by that fall. What made 
the Model '94 something special 
was the fact that it was the first 
repeating rifle for the then new 
smokeless powder. The 30-30 
cartridge, among the very first 
sporting loads to use smokeless pro- 
pellants, came along at the same 
time and the two were immediate- 
ly linked up — rifle and load — 
and have been pulling in double 
harness ever since. Despite its 67 
years of antiquity the 30-30 cart- 
ridge to this day outsells ’em all. 

At various times during its 
checkered career the Model '94 has 
been chambered for the 32-40, the 
38-55, the 25-35, the .219 Zipper 
and the 32 Special. Today the 
only holdovers are the aforemen- 
tioned .30 and the .32. 

We almost invariably think of 
the Model '94 as a carbine but this 
hasn’t always been true. As a mat- 
ter of fact when the gun first ap- 
peared there was a rifle version 
as well as the 20-inch chopped-off 
model. And the rifle was a pretty 
formidable shooting iron as we 
view our hunting weapons today. 
It had a 26-inch octagon barrel 
with full length tubular magazine 
beneath that ponderous muzzle. If 
this was not enough there was also

36-inch barrel! It went out the 
window from lack of demand in

THERE WAS for many years a 
model referred to as the “standard 
sporting” rifle, another, the “fancy 
sporting” rifle, a third, the “extra 
lightweight” rifle, and then of 
course that lowly variation, the car- 
bine. It has outlasted all of them. 
In 1924 the several variations of 
the '94 rifle were scrapped in favor 
of just a single type. This rifle 
sported a 24-inch round barrel, half- 
magazine, shotgun type buttstock 
and was chambered for the 25-35, 
30-30 and .32 Special cartridges. To 
pique the shooter’s interest it was 
dubbed the Model 55. 

This rifle was displaced in 1933 
by the Model 64. This latter was 
essentially the same weapon ex- 
cept that the .219 Zipper caliber 
was included. Early in the 1950s 
it went by the board. Today only 
the carbine remains. 

In the sporting realm there ex- 
ists only one other sporting musket 
which can rank with this homely 
sawed-off slab-sided lever gun and 
that is the German Mauser.

Army Library 
Worker Gets 
Spy Sentence 


KARLSRUHE, Germany. — A 
German employed in the U.S. Army 
library at Frankfurt was sentenced 
recently to three years in prison 
on charges of spying on US. 
forces for the East Germans. 

The West German Federal Su- 
preme Court found that Kurt 
Kuehn, 36, had received $2,500 
for supplying the East Germans 
with over 20,000 micro-photoed 
pages of Army manuals. 

Kuehn also gave the East Ger- 
mans detailed descriptions of 28 
persons he thought suitable for be- 
ing contacted by the East Germans 
as possible agents, the court said. 

An announcement on the hear- 
ing, held behind closed doors, did 
not indicate whether any of the 28 
had been contacted by the East 
Germans.

Emphasizing the importance of 
this event Gilbert Griswold of the 
Artillery and Missile Center Mu- 
seum pointed out that this was the 
first time since 1913 that such a 
large group of Apaches have 
gathered in one place. 

It was in 1913 and 1914 that the

New All-Hawaii Training 
Company Slated for July 


SCHOFIELD BARRACKS, Ha- 
waii — The Army will form its 
seventh All Hawaii Company early 
in July. 

The company will be composed 
of about 225 high school graduates 
from Oahu and the neighbor is- 
lands. 

After induction ceremonies on 
their home islands, the young men 
—all volunteers — will be proc- 
essed at Schofield Barracks for 10 
days, then will sail for California 
for basic training at Fort Ord. They 
will train as a group. 

After eight weeks of basic 
training, the recruits will go to spe- 
cialized training schools of their 
choice.

The headstones which were dedi- 
cated in Saturday’s ceremonies re- 
place temporary wooden grave 
markers which have marked the In- 
dian graves for many years. The 
former markers bore only the 
simple inscription, “unknown In- 
dian grave.” 

- * * 

THE PROJECT of identifying 
and marking the Indian graves was 
started in 1931 by MSgt. Morris 
Swett, former librarian of the 
Field Artillery School and post 
historian. Swett began by finding 
and marking the grave of Geron- 
imo. 

Under his direction, School 
Troops erected the large stone 
monument which now marks the 
grave. The late Lt. Gen. Lesley J. 
McNair, then a lieutenant colonel 
serving as assistant commandant of 
the school, secured the funds to 
place the carved stone eagle on top 
of the monument. 

In succeeding years, Swett now 
assistant curator of the USAAMC 
Museum, collected data on the In- 
dian graves which he turned over 
to the museum when he retired. 

Through careful research from 
old War Department records, the 
National Archives, rolls of the Bu- 
reau of Indian Affairs, U.S. De- 
partment of the Interior, and first- 
hand information gathered from 
local Indians, Griswold and the 
museum staff identified the graves 
and the new headstones were pre- 
pared and put in place.

WASHINGTON, D. C—A new 
custom Presidential Continental 
built by Ford Motor Company has 
been delivered to the White 
House Secret Service staff for use 
by the President. 


The automobile replaces the 11- 
year-old “bubble-top” Lincoln 
which was used by three presidents 
in traveling more than 100,000 
miles in the U. S. and abroad. De- 
livery of the new Presidential Con- 
tinental is the culmination of four 
years of planning and discussion 
with the Secret Service.

Pistol Blast Check Shows 
Need for Ear Protection 


By MSgt. CHARLES A. QUINN 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—Are you 
a victim of headaches, sinus trouble 


or jump nerves? If you are, heavy 
caliber pistol competition is not 
for you, according to Capt. Neil 
E. Pennington, of the preventive 
medicine division of Fort Ben- 
ning’s Martin Army Hospital. 

The officer’s remarks came after 
he measured the sound level of 
some 60 .45 caliber pistols fired 
by marksmen in the 1961 All 
Army rifle and pistol matches. 

“The needle of my meter slam- 
med against the 105 decile peg 
and stayed there throughout the 
10 seconds of a rapid fire string 
of five shots,” Pennington re- 
ported, “although I was positioned 
10 yards behind the firing line.” 

Sustained exposure to -noise 
rated at 80 deciles, he said, is 
considered to be injurious and 
noted that some method of pro- 
tective aid is mandatory for the 
pistol shooter. 

Until recently, he said, pistol 
marksmen resorted to all types 
of makeshift protection, includ- 
ing cotton wads and even brass 





cartridge cases, to reduce danger 
to their eardrums. 

During his visit to the pistol 
range, Pennington noted today’s 
Army handgun competitors are 
using a newly devised protector 
which looks like oversize radio 
earphones.

A CHECK with the Third Army 
pistol team captain, Capt. Clyde 
R. Metts, found that these new 
aids cut the noise of heavy pistols 
down to a faint popping and are 
becoming standard equipment for 
all Army squads. 

“This is a battle only half won,” 
Capt. Metts said, “for our second 
hurdle is concussion.” 

The muzzle blast of a single 
service pistol is tremendous. Sixty 
of the heavy weapons firing 300 
shots in 10 seconds is enough 
to cause the casual visitor to 
cringe. 

Metts added that the trained 
marksman calls upon his eyes, 
nerves, muscles and powers of co- 
ordination and concentration to a 
greater degree perhaps than does 
any athlete and must learn to 
disregard concussion. 





it Just Wasn’t Mac’s Day 
“Fo Collect, One Gathers 


FORT BENNING, Ga. —— PFC 
Raul McGinnis, young rifleman 
with the Army Air Defense Com- 
mand rifle team, left Fort Ben- 
ning last week wondering just 
what a man has to do to win a 
rifle match. 

McGinnis, competing in the 1961 
Army rifle and pistol champion- 
ships, fired a perfect score of 100 
in the rapid fire match at 200 yards. 
Out of the 20 shots he fired, 20 
hit the bullseye, only two landing 
in the tie-breaking V-ring. 

This type of shooting would 
win a trophy in any league, but 
MeGinnis, shooting against the 
best riflemen in the world, not 
only failed to win a trophy—he 
Placed 116th. 

In the Army championships, 210 
perfect match scores were racked 
up on rifle and pistol ranges, 
scores which do not include the 
hundreds of perfect 10-shot strings 
shot in mbsdies consisting of more 
than one stage. 

On the pistol range Third Army 
marksman MSgt. Harold E. Wilson 
fired a perfect 300-23X in the 22 
caliber Camp Perry course con- 
sisting of three stages. Of the 30 





shots fired, 23 landed in the 
bullseye’s X-ring, an inner tie- 
breaking ring slightly larger than 
a half dollar. 

MSgt. Howard A. Stevens, rifle- 
man with the Army’s Advanced 
Marksmanship Unit, fired 50 shots 
over the national match course 
10 June and established an all- 
time Army record when he put 
all 50 into McAndrew Range bulls- 


The score exceeded by 15 points 
the old mark of 1121 set by a 
Third Army team in 1960. 

A day earlier, Fourth Army’s 
Red team won the 1961 Army 
rifle team championship with a 
score of 1467-117V, bare points 
away from the all-time record for 
the match. Coached by MSgt. Clar- 
ence I, Mock, the Fourth Army 
entry defeated 35 teams comprised 
of top marksmen from the Army’s 
14 major continental and overseas 
commands. 

Sp4 Bobbie Davenport scored 
247-19V to take high individual 
honors on the Fourth Army team. 

Second place also went to Fourth 
Army on the 1466-109V_ score 
posted by its Blue team, coached 
by MSgt. William D. Galbreath. 
U.S. Army Alaska’s Blue team 
took third with a 1465-130V to 
which MSgt. Marvin Fitzpatrick 
contributed a 247-20V.
